Repudiation- 

The local organ gives its readers a 
■windy and stale dissertation on the sub- 
ject of "Repudiation," and thenpro- 
ceods to apply the discourse to the 
Mackenzie Administration. In doing 
this, amongst other L things scarcely 
less contradictory and inconsistent, it 
says:— 

"To pretend that tho terras made 
•with British Columbia were incapablo 
of literal fulfilment, is a miserable 
subterfuge resorted to by Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's supporters to cover up that 
gentleman's barefaced dishonesty in 
repudiating the terms as agreed to. In 
truth, Mr. Mackenzie scarcely takes 
the trouble to conceal tho fact that ho 
does not intend to build the railway at 
all. He has not said so in just so 
many words, but his Railway Act 
means that, and nothing else. There 
is not a man in British Columbia who 
has over expressed a desire to tie tho Do- 
minion Government down to a literal 
fulfilment of tho railway clauso of the 
Terms of Union." 

"Without attempting to reconcile tho 
palpable contradiction between tho 
first and last sentences in tho above 
extract, we shall proceed to answer 
the organ out of its own columns, and 
Bhow that it has "ropudiated" itself. 
It will .still be within tho reader's 
recollection how, on tho advent of Mr. 
Mackenzie to power, the organ and its 
masters fell down and worshiped 
him. Not only so, but they declared 
that no man who would not do tho 
same thing should be elected for a Bri- 
tiBh Columbia constituency. Nor will 
the reader have forgotten how, when 
Mr. Mackenzie indicated his railway 
policy at the hustings, it eagerly ac- 
cepted that policy. It will be remem- 
bered, too,- that when that policy assum- 
ed the more definite form of an act of 
Parliament, the organ ^accepted and 
endorsed it. After carefully reviowin 
the Bill introduced by Mr. Mackenzie, 
it deliberately pronounced tho follow 
ing judgment thereon: 

"On the whole we think the scheme 
of the present Government a very 
much better one than that of the Mac 
donald Administration."

This laudation of Mr. Mackenzie and 
ardent admiration and approval of his 
railway policy continued till somo time 
in May, when the organ suddenly dis- 
covered that the Canadian Premier 
waB a wicked rogue and his railway 
policy a piece of bare-faced "repudia- 
tion." Now, what change came 
over Mr. Mackenzie and his 
railway policy to justify such a 
sudden and radical change in tho 
views of tho local organ? None Mr. 
Mackenzie is just the same plain, hon- 
est, straightforward man that our con- 
temporary and its masters represented 
him a few months before. Tho rail- 
way scheme that it pronounced "a 
very much better ono than that of tho 
Macdonald Administration" is word 
for word, and condition for condition, 
tho same "Railway Act" that it now 
declares means rank repudiation and 
nothing else! Nay, wo submit 
that, although tho railway policy, in 
ho far as tho Act is concerned, is to- 
day precisely what it was when our 
contemporary pronouncod such an 
eulogy upon it, Mr. Mackenzie has 
since shown his willingness to do more 
for British Columbia than tho Act re- 
quires. It is a fact that whatovor 
change that railway policy has under- 
gone since our local contemporary 
pronounced it very good has been for 
the bettor. Why, then, this sudden 
and radical change in tho organ? Tho 
facts are all on record. Its files bris- 
tle with approval of what it now con- 
demns. We only ask that it shall bo 
judged by its own columns.

vouience and danger, but it may bo 
taken to bo practically impossible; and 
it is difficult to overestimate tho loss 
and troublo to which tho people of that 
part have boen needlessly subjected. It 
has^loug been known that tho old cable 
which spanned tho Frasor at that point 
gave way curly in tho present year. It 
is also known that, aftor long delay, 
tho Chief Commissioner procured a 
now cablo from San Francisco. It is 
also matter of history how tho 
cablo lay for many weeks, 
we believo months, at Yale, because 
tbo packers would not carry it forward 
at a cent a pound less than fair cui- 
rent rates. It is only very recently 
that tho Chief Commissioner was in- 
duced to yield the point and agroo to 
pay regular freight rates. According 
to latest accounts the rope had just 
reached its destination. But lo! when 
opened it was found to bo altogether 
insufficient for tho purposo, and must 
lio idlo until inoro can bo got. Thus 
will a whole season, possibly a whole 
year, havo come and gone — found and 
leftLillooet without a ferry! And all 
because tho Chief Commissioner was 
too penurious to got enough ropo and 
to pay ordinary freight rates. Was 
over such penny wisdom and pound 
folly known before? Nothing could 
well demonstrate more clearly how 
utterly tho men now in power fail to 
realize the duties and responsibilities 
of their position or tho rolations in 
which thoy stand to tho people. Here 
wo havo a loss which must bo estimat- 
ed at many thousands of dollars in- 
llicted upon an industrious community 
of producers; and all for tho paltry 
consideration of a few extra pounds 
of ropo and a cent a pound freight 
money! This transaction affords a 
tolerably accurate gauge of tho Min- 
ister at tho head of tho important De- 
partment in which it took place.

Tho Mayor took the Chair at 7:40. 
A bill was road for labor, making side- 
walks on tho corner of Fisgard ami Gov- 
ernment streets, being tho property of 
■ Mr, Oliver. Ordered to ,bo collected. 
A potition from Messrs, Nesbitt, Hoy- 
wood, Millard and others, residents of 
Fort stroot, was presented, asking for tho 
.repairing, graveling, etc., of tho upper 
jmrt of said street. Referred to Street 
dOoniuiittoe. 

The usual bills were sent to tho Fi- 
iiane* Committee. 

The City Surveyor was instructed to 
prepare plans and cost of grading Wharf 
astreot, from Fort to Government. 

A committee was appointed to draft a 
by-law to regulate tho nest municipal 
Election and confer with the City Bar- 
rister on tho samo. Committee — Couns. 
Hay ward, Drumruond and Gowen. 

REPORTS. 

A Report was presented from the Bell 
Towor Committee, suggesting that tho 
Council should give tho sum of §200" to- 
wards the erection of tho tower. 

Oonaidorablo discussion ensuod. Conn. 
Taylor and Drummond thinking that tho 
lusnrauce Companies should contribute. 
— tho latter Councillor appearing very 
indignant that §-10,000 should have been 
eent out of tho country for insurance lost 
year, All agreed that the city had no 
funds, at which Coun. Morton oxpressod 
•his astonishment after tho assurances 
which he had received to tho contrary 
during the debate on tho land purchase. 

From tho Water Commission showing 
that tho expenditure to the 31st of Au- 
gust amounted to §08,397. Tho amount 
required to complete tho works was esti- 
mated at $77, (W0.

Tho Mayor said that would bo illegal. 

It was finally resolved that tho Coun- 
cillors resolvo themselves into a special 
mooting, which was done and tho cham- 
ber cleared.

The Canadian 
yacht club races yestorday and to-day 
created little excitement, owing to 
(heir local character. The Prince of 
Wales' cup waft won yesterday by Or- 
iole, which got over the course of 32 
miles in four hours and fifty-sovon 
minutes. 

MissTwaedlo of Goorgotown, whilo 
walking nlong tho railroad, had hor 
light dress ignited by sparks from an 
engine. Tho (lames sproad so rapidly 
that she was so badly burned as not 
likely to recover. 



Europe. 

London, Sop. -1. — Further dotails 
of the Austrian Polar expedition Bay, 
that after abandoning the ship tho 
party travelled sovon months in sled- 
gos, and passed two winters on the 
ice. Tho highest point reached was 
latitude 80. A large tract of land was 
discovered to tho northward of Nova 
Zeinbla. Tho expedition arrived at 
Wandee on a Russian boat. Only ono 
death occurred during tho entire voy- 
age. 

London, Sept. 5. — C> n. m. — A later 
account of tho Austrian Polar Expedi- 
tion stares that the explorers penetrat- 
ed to latitude (15 North. 

London, Sept. 1. — A tolegram from 
Rio Janairo, dated August 29th, says 
that Chile proposes tho formation of a 
Senate aud Houso of Representatives 
similar to tho American Congress. 

Advices from Lima stato that the 
city offers to subscribe ono million dol- 
lars to aid Cuba in obtaining hor in- 
dGpondenco. 

London, Aug, 31. — Additional cor- 
respondence botweon tho British Gov- 
ernment and its representative at Ma- 
drid concerning tho Virgiuius ontrago 
is published. McDonell, the British 
Charge do Affairs, writes to Lord Dor- 
jy under date July 7th, that tho Span- 
ish Government apponls to England to 
defer tho settlement of hor claims on 
account of tho negotiations ponding 
with tho United States. Spain will be 
hampered in dealing with tho latter 
power if tho American Government is 
able to cite as a precedent thopaymont 
of indemnity to England. 

Lord Derby replies, on July 7th, 
demanding that the settlement bo 
made by a fixed and not too distant 
dato. 

Mr. McDonnell telegraphs to Lord 
Derby, August 7th, that Sonor Ullola, 
the Sjmnish Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, agreos that tho indemnities shall 
be settled at once undor certain re- 
strictions. 

London, Aug. 31. — Despatches from 
Messina, Sicily, state that grest ex- 
citement and alarm exists among tbo 
inhabitants living ut the base of Mount 
jEtua, caused by alarming eruptions 
from that volcano. Streams of lava 
are pouring down tho sides of tho 
mountain, creating genoral apprehen- 
sion. Tho damage thus far is slight.

West Indies- 

Kingston, Jamaica, Aug. 22,- -Aso- 
rious fire broke out on the island of St. 
Thomas on August the 17th. Tno 
greater part of tho loss is covered by 
insuranco in English offices. 

Eastern States. 

New York, Sevit. 1. — Tho polico 
made a descent upon the Metropolitan 
Theatre, Brooklyn, just after tho closo 
of tho performance last night, and ar- 
rested tho manager, actors, actresses 
and ballet girls— forty-two in all. Tho 
warrants of arrest also ordorod tho 
closing of tho theatre, as a lowd, ob- 
scene performance had boon placed on 
tho stapo. Tho piny complained of 
was 'Paris by Moonlight,' intrdouoing 
tho original Parisian cancan. The 
prisoners wore marched in procession 
along tho stroets to tho Station House 
among an excited crowd. Thoy were 
consigned to cells for tho night. Sov- 
eral of tho ballet girls faintod through 
fear and Bhame. Tho musicians wore 
discharged. 

Brooklyn, Aug. 30th. — Tho sonti- 
mont in Brooklyn over tho acquittal of 
Bcochor by tho investigation commit- 
teo and his church, was made intense 
by the accompanying fooling concern- 
ing Francis D. Moulton's appearanco 
in church and tho sceuo in which ho 
was tho chief actor. Somo admired his 
pluck, many criticised his impertin- 
ence, others admitted that ho narrow- 
ly escaped a severe handling, and all 
concede that the conimitteo's verdict 
has not ended tho scandal. Tho Ply- 
mouth church meeting will lingor in 
tho memory of all who attended it as 
ono of tho greatest over known, and 
by far the greatest over hold in Mr. 
Beechor's church, whero groat meet- 
ings aro tho rule. Moulton's appoar- 
anco stirred a latent hate for him, and 
jibos and insults woro tho only form in 



which the church mombora oould ap' 
propriatoly express their feeling. The 
presenco of tho police, many said, 8av- 
od a scene that would have blotted 
tho record of any great body. 

MOUXTON FORTDNATEIM ESCAPING WITH 
LIFE. 

A woll-known member of Beechor's 
ohuroh Bnid on Saturday, "Moulton 
may consider himself lucky to have 
escaped with his life, for good breed- 
ing alono prevented many men from 
striking him, in the ruBh of action that 
followed the calling of Mr. Raymond 
a liar. Thoro were many details no- 
ticed. Soveral^jentlemon, Jwho stood 
in the forward part of fhe house, put 
their hands on pistols, and a man 
standing near said that Moulton took 
his pistol out of bis inside p ookot and 
rested it beneath his voat, the hnndle 
pooping out from behind the lappols." 

Moulton said afterward that ho was 
unarmed. He waited on Friday after 
noon at his residence for an answer to 
his telogram, in whioh ho offered to 
submit to a cross-examination. As ho 
did not receivo a reply by six o'clock, 
ho started for the moating. Tilton 
called then, and Moulton said; "I am 
going to Plymouth Ohuroh to hear 
that report." Tilton told him not to 
go, but Moulton roplied that he in- 
tondod to go there with a prepared 
spooch, to defond himself if his repu- 
tation was attacked. Ho would not 
liston to Tilton. 

Nbw York, Sept. 1 — It is said that 
Moulton's forthcoming statement will 
oontain a letter from Beeoher, dated 
on tho 28th of July last, which con- 
tains several important passages. It is 
claimod that many of Moulton's and 
Tilton's statements will compromise 
tho roputation of parties not yet men- 
tioned in eonneotion with the scandal, 
and will contain evidonco which Beo- 
chor or his friends cannot explain. 
This polioy of dragging other outside 
parties into tho soandal is depreoated 
by tho Pross. 

Tho members of the Committee are 
all in tho country. Beeoher returns 
to Brooklyn in the first wook in Ooto- 
bor. When the news of tho Commit- 
tee's verdict of Booohor's acquittal 
reaohod Peekskill, ho was serenaded 
by tho townspeople, and called on for 
a speech. His son Herbert addressed 
them briefly. Beeehor himself, it is 
understood, will bear all the expensos 
of the investigation, but as the law- 
yers' services were free, the stenogra- 
phers' charges will be the only ex- 
pense. 



Terrible Destruction by 
Grasshoppers- 

[rrom the Boston Olabo.] 

DhWitt, Neb., July 30.— Last Sat- 
urday the thermometer was 112 all 
day. The next morning grasshoppers 
commenced to fall and havo contiued 
over sinco. We havo a warm south 
wind which will keep them hero 'until 
it changes. Now for the result. We 
had fifteen acroB of corn, from which 
wo expeotod to get from 400 to 600 
busholsl bnt our expectations aro 
changed, for we Bhall not get any. In 
24 hours it was all gone. Thero is 
nothing loft but tho bare stalks; 
spindles, leaves, and oars are gono. 
Every available groon thing in the 
shape of tree or vegetable has gono. 
Tho trees will probably come out next 
season, but our melons, onions, tur- 
nips, boots, cucumbers, tomatoes, 
oabbagos, beans, and, in short, alt 
havo vanished. Back of tho barn, we had 
from 10,000 to 15,000 young maple 
trees, all of whioh are oaton off close 
to the ground, and past all hope. We 
feel worse about them than all the 
rest. You have no idea of it — graaa- 
hoppors by tho million. They fly in 
the air, almost as thick as a snow 
storm, and sound like hail. Thoy 
havo oaten tho notting from the out- 
sido of our windows, so wo aro obliged 
to koep them shut. You will hardly 
boliove mo when I toll you I was af- 
raid to go outside this afternoon, tho 
piazza was covorod with them so thick 
over head and undor foot — a perfect 
mass of thom. H — Bays ho is raising 
90,000 busholB of hoppers to tho aero. 
Another 'letter, dated Aug. 2, says: 
"Tho grasshoppers are leaving to-day. 
I hoar thoy extend into Ohio and 
Wost 200 milos. It will come hard 
upon many of tho farmors who have 
contracted dobts and havo boon rely- 
ing on their crops to pay up with. The 
money received for wheat must bo 
used to buy tho necessaries of life for 
tho coming win tor."

Now Zealand. 



The report of tho New Zealand In 
suranco Company is of a highly satis- 
factory nature, showing a steady in- 
creaso of profit during tho past half 
year. Tho balance sheet showed a 
profit balance of £26,180. A dividend 
of 10 per cent, wrs declared. 

The Auckland Gas Co. haB paid a 
dividend of 15 per cent, per annnm. 

Orange demonstration in several 
parts of tho Province took placo on tho 
13th July. 

Tho election for tho representative 
of Waitemata in the Goneral Assem- 
bly resulted in tho return of Mr. Von 
Dor Hoyde (tho agent of tho San Fran- 
cisco line in Auckland) by a largo ma- 
jority. It has boon since affirmed that 
his eloction is illegal, as ho is not a na- 
turalized subject. 

A horrible crime has boon committed 
at Pakiri. A man namod Dyer is com- 
mitted for trial, on the charge of mur- 
dering a woman (who lived with him) 
under circumstances of peculiar atroci- 
ty. KoroseDO was poured all ovor hor 
and a match ignited, which caused hor 
body to bo completely roasted. To 
extinguish tho fire he pitched tho wo- 
man into the oroek. Sho died in in- 
tenso agony. 

_ Ahorriblo suicido occurred at Wood- 
side. Mr. Bentloy, solicitor, son of 
the Hon. Mr. Bontley, lato Speaker of 
tho Legislative Council, shot himself 
whilst laboring under temporary insan- 
ity. 

A census has boen taken of tho Mao- 
ri population, resulting in the approxi- 
mate total of 25,050 malos and 20,900 
females. 

The English Opera Company are 
closing a very successful season in 
Auckland. Thoy will proceed to San 
Francisco after another run through 
the southern provinces. 

The Colonial Bank has boen floated 
and has obtained its charter. 

A publican's wifo, namedBoslcy,was 
found murdorod at Nelson. 

Parliament is expected to bo proro- 
gued on August 21st. 

TASMANIA. 

In opening the presont session of tho 
Tasmanian Parliament tho Governor 
poke of the highly satisfactory state 
of the Colonial revenue, and mado the 
gratifying statement that no additional 
taxation would bo proposed. A large 
sohemo of publio works was proposod. 
A lighthouse was to bo erected in Ed- 
dystono and a survey made of BankB' 
Straits. 

There will bo a Btirplus of Tasmania 
whoat for export for tho season of 1874 
and 1875 of 288,235 bushels. 

FIJI. 

In Fiji political matters are at a 
stand-still, awaiting tho course of 
events. The Legislative Council is 
not sitting, nor is the official 'Gazette' 
boing published. 

Provisions bero are at present in de- 
mand and scarce. 

It is said that the civil servants, at 
the reduced rates, havo had 3 months' 
salary paid to them. This is looked 
upon as a healthy sign. 

A largo number of business people 
aro removing from LovukatoKandavu, 
where buildings are rapidly being put 
up. 

Gold miners have arrived in Fiji 
from New Zealand to "prospect" the 
group for the precious metal. 

Thirtoen or fourteen licenses have 
been granted by Lovukan justices to 
publicans. 

Tho weather of late has been very 
stormy. 

ENGLISH MAIL 

All attompts to romove tho Peruvian 
ironclad, which bocamo fixed upon tho 
lannching ways, havo failed, and foarsaro 
entertained that the vessel will become a 
wrack. 

Mr. W. Cairns, brother to tho Lord 
Chnncellor and lately Govornor of Trini- 
dad, has boon appointed Govornor of 
Queensland, in succession to Lord Nor- 
maaby. 

Mr. Gladstone lias written to a clerical 
jonrnal donying u statomont in the Church 
TimoM, that the Queen had sont him a let- 
ter designod to inflnenco his oonduct 
with reBpoot to the Publio Worship Re- 
gulation Bill. 

Professor Cosmo Inncs, of the TJnivor 
■ity of Edinburgh, died rather suddenly. 

A now ironclad corvette, the Rover, 
built for the Royal Navy, was launchod 
at Blaokwall. 

Messrs. Hartmont and noyneman, two 
directors of the Ruby Mining Company, 
wore oommitted for trial upon a chargo 
of issuing a false proBpoctns, with a viow 
to deoeivo the publio. 

Tho Vioar of Owston Forry, near Baw- 
try, having refused to allow a tombstono 
to ba placed in tho ohurchyard on whioh 
a Wosleyan Minister was dosoribod as 
"Roverond," an appeal was made to tho 
Arehbishop of Canterbury and to tho 
Bishop 'of Lincoln. The firnt Lamed 
thought no objection Hhould be made, 
but the Bishop took a different view, con- 
sidering that the opithet of Roverond 
oould only bo applied to ordained minis- 
ters. 

A young lady, daughter of tho lato 
head maetor of a grammar Bohool at Cam- 
bridgeshire, has boen committed for trial 
on a oharge of conoealment of birth. 

A woman, oonviotod at Wells Assizes of 
the mnrdor of her illegitimate child, bo- 
came insane upon hoaring sontenco of 
death passed upon hor, and remains an 
inmate of tho lunatic asylum. 

Lord Egmont has died, agod 80. Tho 
pcorego doscends to his nophow, Mr. G.

TheAdolaido Government has ro- 
ooived a tolegram stilting that an im- 
portant dircovory of alluvial gold haa 
been made in tho Northern Territory.

Caledonia. Throe took placo on the 
20fch June.
